The United States closed its em­ 
bassy in Phnom Penh t()day and 
evacuated Americans and some Cam­ 
bodians, including Acting President 
Sau Kham Khoy, in an airlift protected 
by heavily armed U.S. Marines. 
President

evacuation as the Khmer Rouge closed 
to within one mile of the Phnom Penh 
airport, the Cambodian capital’s last 
link to the outside. 
The action signaled A m erican 
abandonment of Cambodia to the 
Communist-led insurgents, who have 
conquered most of the nation and 
encircled Phnom Penh. 
Cambodian legislator Thach Chan 
told an Associated Press newsmen that 
he 
had met with the 
remaining 
government ministers and they were 
considering surrendering to the 
Khmer Rouge. The reporter later left 
the city aboard a chartered plane for 
Saigon. 
Sau Kham Khoy took over when 
President Lon Nol left beleagured 
Phnom Penh earlier this month. Ile is 
now in Hawaii. 
Only two Americans are known to 
have rem ained in Phnom Penh 
Richard Boyle, a stringer for The 
Associated P ress, and freelance 
photographer Al Rockoff.

Despite the sharp decline from 
January’s peak figures, special jobless 
pay for 70,000 laid-off General Motors 
workers will be cut off April 30 because

exhausted the firm ’s supplemental 
benefits fund. 


Nearly 205,000 of the industry’s 
712,000 hourly employes will be off the 
job Monday, including 198,000 who 
have been on indefinite furlough for up 
to a year. 
As many as 300,000 workers were on 
layoff 
in 
January. 
M odest 
im ­ 
provements in car sales in recent 
months have enabled the companies to 
increase 
production 
and 
recall 
workers to the assembly lines. 
GM and the United Auto Workers 
announced on Friday that no Sup­ 
plem ental Unemploym ent Benefits 
(SUB) will be paid beginning in May to 
workers who would still be eligible for 
such payments. 
Chrysler Corp. mailed out its final 
checks Friday, slashing about 33,000 
workers from the extra, company- 
paid, furlough income. 
Coupled with government unem­ 
ployment compensation, SUB provides 
the eligible average furloughed worker 
with $170 a week, nearly 95 per cent of 
his normal take-home pay. SUB pay 
comes to an average $80 and govern­ 
ment benefits average $90 a week.

Utility Firm 
Seeks Boost 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. asked 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio for an emergency gas rate in­ 
crease four days after it denied the 
utility a similar surcharge for electric 
rates.

spokesman, said the firm also plans to 
ask for an emergency increase from 63 
other municipalities. 
CG&E said it is attempting to 
equalize rates for all its customers. 
The firm has asked for a 19.3 per cent 
hike on gas rate Cincinnati and 23 per 
cent for electricity. 


SUB funds at each of the four U.S. 
auto companies were set up as a 
financial cushion to soften the shock of 
short-term layoffs. The funds at 
Chrysler and GM, however, have been 
drained by heavy payments to workers 
idled due to the 19-month-long sales 
slump. 


GM says it has been paying about an 
average $10 million a week in SUB in 
recent months, while contributing only 
$1.4 million a week. GM said it has not 
yet tabulated how much the fund holds 
now, but it was down to $77 million at 
the end of February. The fund is de­ 
clared exhausted when it falls below $7 
million. 


GM said it has paid out $356 million 
in SUB benefits since heavy layoffs 
began in January 1974. 
SUB funds at Ford and American 
Motors are in no immediate danger of 
running out, officials at those com­ 
panies say. layoffs at F’ord and AMU 
have not been as prolonged as at GM or 
Chrysler. 
GM, Chrysler and AMC will operate 
all their plants next week. 
Ford 
temporarily will shut three truck lines 
and reduce operations at five com­ 
ponent plants, idling 7,175 workers for 
the week. Ford also will have 22,825 
workers on indefinite layoff, down 
from 23, 675 this week. 


Judge Blocks 
Beef Grading 
Standards 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — A U.S. 
District Court judge here has issued a 
temporary injunction that he says 
halts the 
implementation 
of 
new 
nationwide beef grading standards 
that were vigorously opposed 
by 
consumer groups. 
Judge 
Robert Denney said the 
proposed standards would mean that 
“all grading stamps will be cut off 
meat before it is sold at retail. The 
retail customer will therefore be left 
unprotected by federal grading.” 
The standards also would lower the 
amount of marbling required for cattle 
between the ages of 12 months and 30 
months old. Current standards require 
more marbling for meat from cattle in 
this age group to qualify as choice than 
for .cattle less than 12 months old. 
Marbling, which increases as cattle 
are fed more grain, is the flecks of fat 
throughout meat. The more marbling, 
the more tender the meat. 
Cattlemen, with notable exceptions, 
have generally favored the proposal 
because it would allow them to feed 
less grain to cattle and yet maintain 
the choice grade. 
And the U.S. A griculture D e­ 
partment says the change won’t really 
make any difference in cost or taste to 
consum ers because studies have 
shown there is no relationship between 
age and tenderness up to 30 months of 
age. Cattle more than 30 months old 
would still be required to have more 
marbling to qualify as choice grade.

The corn root worm remains one of 
the most damaging pests of com in 
Ohio and other combelt states, and the 
most effective way to control the pest 
is by banding a soil insecticide in front 
of the presswheel at planting time. 
Dr. G. J. Musick, entomology 
researcher at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
cautions Buckeye corn growers 
against combining the insecticide with 
liquid starter fertilizer. While this is 
approved with at least one of the 
chemicals (Dyfonate), and while it 
does give some degree of rootworm

Soil Testing

“ Although some fertilizer prices 
have softened recently, the cost of 
fertilizers is still an important factor in 
the cost of crop production,” says John 
Trierweiler, Extension Agronomist at 
The Ohio State University. “ Fur­ 
thermore, I strongly feel that, 
regardless of price, we must continue 
to conserve this valuable resource by 
fertilizing as efficiently as possible,” 
he remarks. 
Although it is getting rather late for 
spring soil tests, Trierweiler says 
many Ohio growers can still get this 
valuable information if they submit 
their samples right away. He says it 
may take up to two weeks from the 
time the grower mails in his sample 
until he receives his soil testing results 
and recommendations from the Ohio 
State 
University 
Soil 
Testing 
laboratory. 
Because of the importance of getting 
information back to the grower 
without delay, the agronomist says the 
laboratory is geared up to analyze 
these samples as quickly as possible. 
“ We recommend that soils should be 
tested at least once every other year or 
once each rotation,” says Trierweiler. 
“ Progressive growers, however, often 
find it valuable to test every year. 
Although soil tests are useful on a one- 
shot basis, a study of the trends in soil 
fertility levels is perhaps the most 
valuable contribution of soil tests to 
soil fertility management,” he ex­ 
plains.

control, it’s not as effective as band­ 
ing. Musick should know - he’s been 
testing 
the 
insecticide-fertilizer 
combinations for 3 years. 
The idea for combining the in­ 
secticide and liquid starter fertilizer 
has a great deal of merit - it offers 
significant labor savings. But one of 
the keys to effectiveness of the root­ 
worm insecticides is proper placement 
- and the placement is not the same 
required for effective utilization of 
fertilizer. 
Musick started testing the combo- 
treatment in 1970, using several of the 
commonly marketed soil insecticides. 
He compared placement of the fer- 
tilizer-insecticide combinations in a 
one-inch band on one or both sides of 
the com row 2 inches below the com 
seed. The bands were approximately 2 
inches on either side of the com row. 
These placements were compared 
with applying the soil insecticide in a 7- 
#inch band over the row in front of the 
presswheel. Both spray and granular 
insecticide formulations were tested. 
On the basis of the 3 years of 
research, Musick concludes that the 
combinations do reduce root damage 
by rootworm larvae in some years, but 
performance may be erratic. More 
consistently 
good 
results 
were 


achieved with the banded insecticides 
than with the combinations. 
The study also emphasized the fact 
that insecticides applied at late 
planting dates (after about May 20) 
perform better than those applied 
earlier regardless of how they are 
applied. And, of course, temperatures 
and rainfall play a major role in 
whether or not a maximum kill of 
rootworm larvae may be achieved. 
One other area of investigation was a 
comparison of the effectiveness of the 
row treatment versus a broadcast 
application. Musick says the broadcast 
treatment was effective, but the cost 
renders this approach economically 
questionable. And he warns that 
currently recommended soil in­ 
secticides ARE NOT labeled for the 
higher broadcast application rates. 
The rootworm control studies are 
summarized in the January-February 
issue of the Center’s bimonthly 
magazine OHIO REPORT. In addition, 
current recommendations for control 
of the species of rootworms present in 
Ohio are published in Bulletin No. 545, 
“ Insect Pests of Field Crops,” 
available through the Pickaway 
County Cooperative Extension Ser­ 
vice, 137 W. Franklin Street, Cir­ 
cleville.

LAS VEGAS — This small em­ 
blazoned gulch in a valley that doesn’t 
look unlike a fissure on the face of the 
moon is, indeed, “The Entertainment 
Capital of the World.” During the 
Easter holiday just about every top 
name in show biz was playing at the 
big hotel-casinos. They strutted their 
stuff for kings’ ransoms in jammed 
ballrooms. The eager patrons, who

(scalped), gathered in lobby lines a 
half-mile long for hours in advance. 
But it was apparently a rewarding 
experience for the customers, par­

Presley’s last night at the Las Vegas 
Hilton. The LVH is the largest resort 
hotel in the world, and just as well, 
when Presley is on stage with what 
seems like a cast of thousands, the 
premises have to be huge. 
My wife and I had never seen Elvis 
in the flesh before, and therefore didn’t 
expect so much flesh. Nor so much 
blood, sweat, tears, adoration and 
fertility rites. Incredible. 
“Look at me, Elvis!” a middle-aged 
dame cried out from the towering 
gallery, which is reserved for hunks of 
those who had purchased tickets but 
could find no seats in the huge 
restaurant proper. “Look at me!” she 
screamed again and again through the 
darkness and cigaret smog. Elvis 
silenced her with a look of patient 
wrath. She had interrupted one of his 
dervish incantations whose lyrics only 
his most faithful disciples (they are 
legion, of course) can possibly tran­ 
slate into English. 
Elvis’ couturier dresses him about 
somewhere between Liberace, who is 
submerged in sequins, and Johnny 
Cash, who comes on garbed like the 
house m ourner at Forest Lawn 
Cemetery. Elvis is open-necked, white- 
shirted, black-trousered with a wide 
seam of sequins, the better to sparkle 
his leg vibrations when he goes into 
his orthopedic orgy. Every three 
minutes of what seemed like an 18- 
hour show, he went back to what 
amounted to his comer on the huge 
crowded stage, drank a glass or two of 
water, had his handler mop his face of 
perspiration with a fresh white scarf, 
put it around his neck, and came on 
strong again toward the footlights. 
The lights were rimmed with young 
and old ladies imploring recognition 
with outstretched arms, or holding up 
gifts for him — a flower lei, a basket of

Parker, came by Barron Hilton’s table 
to give cigars to the men folks and dry 
Elvis Presley scarfs to the ladies. He 
said sure, his boy was a little fat these 
days but not nearly as lardy as some of 
those rotten newspaper jerks allowed 
he was. He’ll be in the pink very soon, 
the colonel swore, and fat or not who 
packs them in better? And who does 
more for charity, without publicity, 
like raising $72,000 to help build the 
marble memorial over the battleship 
Arizona, sunken during the attack on 
Pearl Harbor? 
We took in Johnny Cash when he 
opened at the Hilton the next night. 
That, too, was something to behold. 
The fever quotient on the part of the 
crowded room was somewhat lower 
than that generated by Elvis. But it 
was still impressive. Cash is to en­ 
tertainment what corn is to muffins. 
He makes squaredom into a form of 
sainthood. He had me in tears with his 
song about his dear old mother’s ear 
lobes. Then there was the sequence — 
with twin screens for twin projectors 


— of a train that took him off to San 
Quentin on a dope rap. Then a close-up 
of prison bars, and the recognition of 
God and the flag. The climax came 
when Johnny brought on his wife, a 
delightful singer, and his dear old 
mother-in-law, who plays a small 
upright zither. Uptight. 
Johnny has dropped his old warning 
from the stage that there were 15 
minutes left of his performance, and 
they’d be devoted to the Lord. “If 
anybody wants to leave now, let him 
leave,” he’d say. About half his 
audience would scramble for the exits. 
“I’m not spending fifty bucks to hear 
about the Lord,” one patron once said. 
“I can hear about Him on Sunday at 
church, for a buck.” 
Elvis and Johnny made several 
hundred thousand dollars during their 
short stays at the Hilton. But they 
made money for the Hilton, too, over 
and above the money their wor­ 
shippers dropped at the casino. 
But that is not necessarily true 
everywhere in Iuas Vegas.

This forces the CPC, a nonprofit 
organization whose membership in­ 
cludes college placement officers and 
employers alike, to conclude that if 
basic improvements are to be 
achieved, it is essential to develop an 
adequate corps of specialists in career 
counseling and placement. 
Essential — but apparently unlikely 
for the time being. 
“Relatively little money is available 
to implement work in career coun­ 
seling and placement in four-year 
colleges,” says Robert Herrick, CPC 
executive director and a veteran ob­ 
server of job trends. 
“Right at the time when these 
youngsters need all the help they can 
get in four-year colleges, the colleges 
have less and less money available, 
and they get none* from the federal 
government,” he laments. 
Almost the entire federal emphasis 
on career education is at the high 
school and junior college level, he 
argues, leaving the financially pressed 
fouryear schools without the ability to 
advise their students. 
While that dilemma remains to be 
resolved, the CPC believes other 
changes might be equally urgent. For 
one thing, Herrick believes students 
must be provided an expanded choice 
of courses in the form of minors and 
electives. 
And it is important also, he insists, 
that programs be developed to provide 
internships, part-tim e work and 
summer jobs, all of which, of course, 
provides students with a realistic view 
of the world in which they must earn a 
living. 


The CPC has scheduled a national 
meeting May 27-30 in Washington, 
D.C., to seek ways to achieve a better 
matching of education and career 
opportunities. 
Even if answers are forthcoming, 
however, they won’t help this year’s 
class very much. Almost all indicators 
show a bleak job market, “the worst of 
the 70s,” says Herrick. 


Joseph Laniel Dead

A flurry of hope that Chinese herbal 
medicines would soon be excellent for 
rheumatism, arthritis, neuritis, lung 
conditions and circulatory disorders 
followed on the heels of acupuncture 
enthusiasm. 
Now, definite warnings are being 
issued that these widely popularized 
herbs may indeed be responsible for 
dangerous illnesses. 
Some of these herbal medicines 
contain aminopyrine and phenyl­ 
butazone, two drugs which can be 
hazardous and can cause blood 
disorders. 
Many of these drugs are imported 
illegally and consequently do not have 
to conform to the rigid requirements of 
safety set down by the Food and Drug 
Administration. Dr. Curt Ries and Dr. 
M.A. Sahud, of the University of 
California in San Francisco, have 
advised the public to be aware of the 
dangers of over-the-counter chinese 
herbal medicines. 


J. Link, of the Indiana University 
Medical Center, have developed this 
new surgical tool. Still in experimental 
phases, it has been found to control 
bleeding in highly vascular organs. 


The instrument will not replace the 
surgical knives now in use, but cer­ 
tainly would give surgeons better 
control of operations in difficult areas, 
like the liver and the spleen. 
Before being tried in humbans, 
active experimentation will continue. 


An experimental scalpel that shoots 
a jet of gas from a ball-point tip is now 
being tried in some types of surgery.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The im­ 
mediate and overwhelmingly negative 
congressional reaction to President 
Ford’s $722~million, arms-aid request 
for Vietnam raises serious questions 
about his real goals. 
Ford made the arms pitch to 
Congress Thursday night knowing full 
well both the legislators and the 
majority of the American people would 
reject it. 
But he also knew that Congress 
might accept a separate plan in his 
“ State of the World” address to 
evacuate Americans in South Vietnam 
by using U.S. troops. 
There were signs that Ford was 
using the aid request —* more than 
double his original proposal — as a 
cover for the more immediate need of 
arranging the evacuation. 
For instance, the $722 million was 
arrived at in a curious way, reflecting 
a lack of certainty that the amount 
would accomplish anything. 
As the administration officials ex­ 
plained, the original $300-million 
request had become absurd in the face 
of a changed military situation. 
And once it was decided to ask for 
more aid, the only other recom­ 
mendation Ford had was the 1722- 
million figure proposed by Army Chief 
of Staff Frederick C. Weyand upon his 
return from Vietnam. 
The officials said that only time will 
tell if it is adequate, adding that not 
every military assessment in the past 
about Vietnam has been correct. 
Why, then, did Ford make what is a 
quixotic effort at best? 


The possibilities include: 
—Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger know Vietnam cannot be 
saved and want to make sure Congress 
takes the blame by proposing so high a 
figure it was bound to lose. 
—The $722-million request was made 
in the same way labor unions make 
inflated wage demands in order to 
draw a counteroffer closer to their rea­ 
listic goals, 
—An effort was needed to make the 
Saigon government think there is a 
chance for aid in order to prevent 
South Vietnamese from turning on the 
remaining Americans in bloody 
reprisals for giving up. 
The answers given by admin­ 
istration officials vary from outright 
rejection to silence. 
As to the suggestion that Ford is 
maneuvering Congress into taking the 
blame for Vietnam’s fall, the officials 
almost plead that they are not inter­ 
ested in placing blame.

Thatch Removal 
Thatch is a tightly, intermingled 
layer of living and dead stems, roots, 
and leaves which develop between the 
layer of green vegetation and soil 
surface. Good lawns accumulate 
thatch and unless it is removed, it will 
often develop into a layer one inch or 
more in thickness in several years. 


Excessive thatch creates conditions 
that may result in deterioration of the 
lawn. It increases disease suscep­ 
tibility; 
restricts rooting; 
reduces 
drought resistance, and reduces air, 
water and fertilizer movement. 


To control thatch, use powered 
machines, rakes, vertical mowers, etc. 
Remove thatch when the layer is 0.5 
inch or more thick. Perform the job 
when the soil is moist, for better thatch 
removal and plant regrowth. 


Early spring is a good time to do this 
job. Machines are available through 
tool rental shops, or you can buy your 
own. 
Pin Oak Chlorosis 
Foliage of pin oaks often become 
chlorotic (yellowing of leaves) by mid­ 
summer where there is an iron 
deficiency. The interveinal areas of 
the leaves turn from green to yellow 
and sometimes white, followed by 
small circular brown spots. In most 
severe cases, foliage drops, branches 
die-back, and trees may die. 
Several methods of iron treatment 
have undergone experiments, in­ 
cluding spraying the foliage, treating 
the soil, and injecting the trees and 
trunks with implantations. The most 
effective from a visual response and 
increased foliage iron level was the 
trunk implantation treatment. This is 
done by implanting capsules of feric 
ammonium citrate in the trunk of the 
tree. 
Capsules can be inserted any time of 
the year, however, the most effective 
results are obtained when im- 
planations are completed in early 
spring before the buds of the trees 


begin to swell. Drive holes into thelree 
trunk and insert the capsules so the 
heads are recessed through the bark 
and slightly into the wood. If properly 
inserted, wounds will completely heal 
over in one growing season. If not 
inserted deep enough, effectiveness of 
capsules is reduced and they may be 
forced outward, causing wounds not to 
heal. 
Space capsules 2 to 4 inches apart in 
a spiral fashion around the base of the 
truck from 1 to 3 feet above the soil. 
Although many kinds of trees 
become chlorotic, including Red 
Maple, Sweet Gum, Magnolia and 
others, the trunk implantation of ferric 
amonium citrate is recommended, at 
this time, for only pin oak. 
Foliage spraying gives only tem­ 
porary effects and soil treatments are 
slow to react and often fail to give 
desired visual response.

COI.UMBUS, Ohio (A P) — House 
leaders scheduled a vote for next 
Tuesday on a bill establishing an Ohio 
Rapid Transit Authority to try to build 
a high speed rail transit system con­ 
necting Ohio’s major cities.

Energy Research and Development 
Administration (ERDA) and a number 
of utilities and reactor-manufacturers 
have joined to develop a “breeder 
reactor.” 
Such a reactor would use part of its 
radiation to transform unusable forms 
of uranium into plutonium. As a result, 
the reactor would manufacture more 
nuclear fuel than it uses up. 
But plutonium is widely regarded as 
a far more dangerous element than 
uranium. Furthermore, the breeder 
reactor would operate at higher 
temperatures, requiring cooling by a 
molten metal, sodium, which can bum 
or explode spontaneously on contact 
with water. 
Although deemed unlikely, it is 


possible that a serious failure of the 
cooling system could let a reactor core 
break up or melt. 
If the fuel material managed to run 
together, it could start a chain reaction 
and heat buildup that could crack open 
or melt through the reactor’s con­ 
tainer, releasing highly radioactive 
materials to the surrounding neigh­ 
borhood. 
“ The Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission believes that such an accident, 
although unlikely, is within the realm 
of possibility and should be provided 
for in the design,” the GAO report 
said. 
It added that the NRC thought this 
“may necessitate additional features, 
such as a core catcher.” 
Retail Sales Drop

(A P )-R etail 
sales in Ohio during February dropped 
one per cent from the previous month 
but were still three per cent above 
February of last year, the Center for 
Business and Economic Research said 
Thursday.

Biology Teachers 
Win ‘M onkey Trial' 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Biolog y 
teachers won round two of a modem 
day “Monkey Trial” when the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals struck down a 
new Tennessee law restricting the 
teaching of evolution. 
The court, in a split 2-1 decision, 
announced Thursday, remarked that 
the case was “a 1974 version of the 
leg islative effort to suppress the 
theory of evolution which produced the 
famous Scopes monkey trial of 1925.” 


In that trial, a Dayton, Tenn., 
teacher was found g uilty violating 
Tennessee law by teaching Darwin’s 
theory of evolution. 
The present statute, which is also 
being challeng ed before the Tennessee 
Supreme Court, outlawed biolog y 
textbooks discussing evolution which 
do not explain that is a “theory” and 
not “scientific fact.” 
Perm itted texts would also be 
required to contain man’s orig ins as 
explained in the Bible. 
The law, challeng ed by the National 
Association of Biolog y Teachers, also 
forbids “The teaching of all occult or 
satanical beliefs of human orig in.” 
The appellate court was unanimous 
in its decision saying the U.S. District 
Court of Middle Tennessee was in 
error Feb. 26, 197 4, when it abstained 
from ruling in the case because it was 
pending in state courts. 
The district court abstention was a 
repeat of an earlier one. 
The U.S. Supreme Court ordered the 
district court to reconsider the case 
after the first abstention. 
Judg e Anthony Celebrezze was the 
lone appeals judg e to dissent. He said 
the case should have been sent back to 
the district court. 
The majority decision of Judg es 
Georg e Edwards and Edward Lively 
said the law violated the First and 14th 
Amendments of the U.S. Constitution. 


“In this instance,” the decision said, 
“the Tennessee leg islature has soug ht 
to avoid direct suppression of speech 
and has eschewed direct criminal 
sanctions. 
But

Biology Teachers 
Win 'M onkey Trial' 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Biology 
teachers won round two of a modem 
day “Monkey Trial” when the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals struck down a 
new Tennessee law restricting the 
teaching of evolution. 
The court, in a split 2-1 decision, 
announced Thursday, remarked that 
the case was “a 1974 version of the 
legislative effort to suppress the 
theory of evolution which produced the 
famous Scopes monkey trial of 1925.” 


In that trial, a Dayton, Tenn., 
teacher was found guilty violating 
Tennessee law by teaching Darwin’s 
theory of evolution. 
The present statute, which is also 
being challenged before the Tennessee 
Supreme Court, outlawed biology 
textbooks discussing evolution which 
do not explain that is a “theory” and 
not “scientific fact.” 
Perm itted texts would also be 
required to contain man’s origins as 
explained in the Bible. 
The law, challenged by the National 
Association of Biology Teachers, also 
forbids “The teaching of all occult or 
satanical beliefs of human origin.” 
The appellate court was unanimous 
in its decision saying the U.S. District 
Court of Middle Tennessee was in 
error Feb. 26, 1974, when it abstained 
from ruling in the case because it was 
pending in state courts. 
The district court abstention was a 
repeat of an earlier one. 
The U.S. Supreme Court ordered the 
district court to reconsider the case 
after the first abstention. 
Judge Anthony Celebrezze was the 
lone appeals judge to dissent. He said 
the case should have been sent back to 
the district court. 
The majority decision of Judges 
George Edwards and Edward Lively 
said the law violated the First and 14th 
Amendments of the U.S. Constitution. 


“In this instance,” the decision said, 
“the Tennessee legislature has sought 
to avoid direct suppression of speech 
and has eschewed direct criminal 
sanctions. 
But

Inauguration of the Ohio Lottery’s new 
“ Lucky Buck” game has been set for 
May 5, the lottery commission an­ 
nounced Thursday. 
The commission also said that the 
state had earned $24.5 million on the 
game through March 30 and that 
prospects were good for fulfilling the 
promise lottery officials had claimed 
for the lottery. 
“ With introduction of Lucky Buck, 
the projected gross revenue figure of 
$100 million for the first year of 
operation appears within reach,” 
lottery Director Robert Malaga said. 
Lucky Buck is to offer 23 chances to 
win per ticket and to introduce another 
ticket beyond the regular one. The new 
ones are to cost $1 each. 
Earnings to date represented 40 per 
cent of gross sales, Malaga said.

A lottery spokesman said that with 
sales settling down to about 4 million 
tickets per week, the operation bids 
well to reach the $40 million return fig­ 
ure. 
Noting that State Rep. John A. 
Galbraith, R-69 Maumee, seeks to 
phase out the lottery by the first of next 
year, a lottery spokesman said any 
such shutdown should be up to the 
voters who approved the constitutional 
amendment that permitted the lottery. 
“ If the people want to cancel it, they 
can vote it out,” said James Skelly, 
lottery publicity chief. “ Or they can 
just stop playing, because as soon as 
our operating costs go over 20 per cent

Inauguration of the Ohio Lottery’s new 
“ Lucky Buck” game has been set for 
May 5, the lottery commission an­ 
nounced Thursday. 
The commission also said that the 
state had earned $24.5 million on the 
game through March 30 and that 
prospects were good for fulfilling the 
promise lottery officials had claimed 
for the lottery. 
“ With introduction of Lucky Buck, 
the projected gross revenue figure of 
$100 million for the first year of 
operation appears within reach,” 
lottery Director Robert Malaga said. 
Lucky Buck is to offer 23 chances to 
win per ticket and to introduce another 
ticket beyond the regular one. The new 
ones are to cost $1 each. 
Earnings to date represented 40 per 
cent of gross sales, Malaga said. If 
earnings continued at that rate and the 
$100 million goal were reached, the 
game would return $40 million to state 
coffers by August. 
By law, the lottery must return at 
least 30 per cent to the general fund. 
The state budget is counting on $88 
million from the lottery this year. 
A lottery spokesman said that with 
sales settling down to about 4 million 
tickets per week, the operation bids 
well to reach the $40 million return fig­ 
ure. 
Noting that State Rep. John A. 
Galbraith, R-69 Maumee, seeks to 
phase out the lottery by the first of next 
year, a lottery spokesman said any 
such shutdown should be up to the 
voters who approved the constitutional 
amendment that permitted the lottery. 
“ If the people want to cancel it, they 
can vote it out,” said James Skelly, 
lottery publicity chief. “ Or they can 
just stop playing, because as soon as 
our operating costs go over 20 per cent 
(of sales) we are out of business, or as 
soon as we don’t return 30 per cent to 
the state, we’re out of business.” 
Malaga said that 49.2 per cent of the 
lottery’s net revenue was being 


distributed to public schools and 
higher education. Other distribution, 
he said, included 10.5 per cent for 
transportation of mentally retarded 
children, 17.1 per cent for welfare and 
and 9.9 per cent for such areas as 
disaster relief and transportation of 
the elderly. 
He said 7.1 per cent went toward 
property tax reduction, 4.3 per cent to 
to state court operations and 1.9 per 
cent to such items as retirement of 
Vietnam veteran bonus bonds.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A jury 
will decide whether the National 
Football league’s so-called “Rozelle 
rule” and part of the college player 
draft are reasonable and legal, a judge 
has ruled. 
After hearing arguments Friday, 
U.S. District Court Judge William T. 
Sweigert denied an NFL request that 
he set aside his partial summary 
judgement of Dec. 20. 
But he modified it in an interim 
pretrial order so that evidence can be 
offered to the jury by the NFL and 
former Boston Patriots quarterback 
Joe Kapp, who brought the suit. Trial 
on Kapp’s suit is tentatively set to 
begin May 19. 
Judge Sweigert said the two sides 
could offer evidence to help the jury 
decide as a matter of fact whether the 
rules are reasonable, rather than 
relying on his conclusion that they are 
“patently unreasonable and illegal” as 
a matter of law. 
The rule applies when a player 
leaves one team and then signs with 
another as a free agent. If the two 
teams involved can’t agree, the rule 
allows NFL commissioner Pete 
Rozelle to decide how much the new 
team must pay the old as com­ 
pensation for the player. 
Judge Sweigert declared the rule an 
unlawful restraint on a player’s choice 
of teams. 
He also ruled unlawful a portion of 
the player draft which “permits 
perpetual boycott by other NFL teams 
of a draft prospect, even when the club 
drafting him refuses or fails within a 
reasonable time to reach a contract 
with the player.”

Onassis, also the widow of the late 
President John F. Kennedy, receives a 
bequest of only $3 million in the 
Onassis will, a sum far less than 
published reports had indicated.

Fugitive

MIAMI (AP) — Jerry Dean Michael, 
a federal fugitive who police said 
conspired to commit theft in the 
promotion of a three-wheel car while 
posing as a woman, was arrested 
today, FBI agents said. 
FBI spokesman Bob Strong said the 
arrest was made after agents staked 
out a Miami house on receiving a tip 
from a local resident that Michael was 
living in the area. 


“He apparently spotted our men in 
the area earlier today (Friday) and 
was hiding in the bushes,” said Strong. 
“We made the arrest when he returned 
to the house. He apparently thought we 
had left.” 


Strong said Michael, 47 and a native 
of Florida, was wearing

pink 
checkered slack outfit when arrested. 
Michael, under the alias “Elizabeth 
Carmichael,” was charged in Dallas 
last February with conspiring to steal 
more than $10,(KH) in the promotion of 
the three-wheeled Revette car, Strong 
aid. 


“He also is what we call a bond- 
default going back to 1962 in Los 
Angeles,” Strong said. 
Earlier this week, fingerprints on 
file with I A)s Angeles police in a theft 
case matched those of “ Mrs. Car­ 
michael,” California authorities said. 
“ Mrs. Carmichael” was president of 
•the Twentieth Century Motor Car 
( orp., which moved to Dallas from Los 
Angeles in January. “ Mrs. C ar­ 
michael” fled Dallas when officials 
shut down what they said was a 
scheme to defraud the public, police 
said.

Onassis was suffering from the 
muscular disease myasthenia gravis 
and the newspaper reported friends 
saying that it was poor health rather 
than a reconciliation with Mrs. Onassis 
that led Onassis to drop the divorce 
action. 
Rumors of a divorce between the 
couple dated back to 1970 but both 
always denied it. 
Some estimates had placed Mrs. 
Onassis’ inheritance as up to $200 
million. Onassis’ wealth was estimated 
as high as $500 million. 
Mrs. Onassis is entitled to one-eighth 
of her husband’s estate under Greek 
law, but according to the Times, ex­ 
perts say that much of his wealth from 
some IOO interlocking companies was 
kept in trust and he could have written 
his w ill so that she would receive much 
less. 
Mrs. Onassis was not immediately 
available for comment. 
Legion Chief 
A gainst Aid 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jam es M. 
Wagonseller, national commander of 
the American Legion, says South 
Vietnam should receive no more U.S. 
military aid “until, and if, President 
Thieu proves that he can defend what 
is left of his country.” 
“If South Veitnam could hold out for 
a month after the battle is joined then 
we could think about more military 
aid ,” W agonseller told newsmen 
Friday. 
His comments came a day after 
President Ford asked Congress to 
approve $722 million in military aid for 
South Vietnam. 
Wagonseller also said that “if we can 
walk away from our commitments to 
our Southeast Asian allies, it follows 
that our word isn’t worth much as con­ 
cerns 
our 
other 
treaties 
and 
agreements. 
“ I think our loss of credibility 
started two years ago, when Congress 
started cutting back on military aid.” 
Referring to what he called “the 
twin tragedies of South Vietnam and 
Cambodia,” Wagonseller said, “ If we 
as a nation have discovered that we 
should never become involved in the 
so-called political wars, the wars we 
have no intention of winning, then 
some ultimate good may yet come 
from these catastrophes.”
